THE NORTHWESTERN’S TROU- 
BLES WITH ITS EMPLOYEES, 


The Road Discharges All Its Switch- 
men and Proposes Hereafter 
to Manage Its Own 
Affairs. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, May 14.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The trouble between 
the Chicago aud Northwestern Railroad 
and the switchmen, arising out of the 
discharge of the yardmaster, culmi- 
nated this morning in the discharge of 
the entire force, numbering 350 men, 
The company bas been anticipating 
this move for some time, and was pre- 
pared for it. New men were hired and 
distributed through the yards, taking 
the places of those discharged. All 
morning trains went out as usual, and 
no trouble was reported up to 10:30 
a. m. 

Northwestern officials state that for 
the past two years the situation re- 
garding the switchmen has been con- 
stantly growing worse. The men not 
only struck frequently for trivial 
causes, but a number of times de- 
manded the discharge of men who per- 
formed satisfactory work and whose 
only fault was that they were not 
members of the Switchmen’s Union. 


About two months ago they demanded | 


the discharge of Yardmaster Mo- 
Nerney, and to avoid trouble he was 
ostensibly dismissed, but kept on the 
pay-roll of the company, and was this 
morning reinstated in his old position, 

General Manager Whitman says the 
management is fully determined that 
this state of affairs has gone far 
enough, and while it proposes to deal 
fairly and justly witb its employés, and 
give just and fair cousideration of 
grievances properly preseuced, it also 
proposes to manage its own property 
and its own business in its own way. 
All other railroad companies are ap- 
plauding the action of the Northwest- 
ern, and will come to its support if 
necessary. 

Tue discharged employés are only 
those on the Northwestern system 
proper, which does not include the 
lines west of the Missouri River. Re- 
ports from all points are to the effect 
that trains are moving pretty generally 
on time and the interruption to busi- 
ness is very slight. At points where 
new switchmen have not been provided 
the trainmen are doing the switching, 

This afternoon the discharged men 
here had a secret meeting to settle 
upon a course of action. It is known 
that some of them favor asking the 
company to reinstate them. Others 
counsel holding out, and resort to 
violence if necessary. 

There is a rumor that the order will 
be called on to declare a general strike 
on the St. Paul, Rock Island and Bur- 
lington roads, whose managers are 
supposed to be in sympathy with the 
action of the North western. 

The company is supported in its po- 
sition by tie Conductors’, Firemen’s 
and Brakemop’ 8 unions. The Switch- 
men’s Union is not included iu the 
National Federation of Railroad Em- 
ployés. 

‘oa committee of the men which 
called ou President Hughitt he said: 
The switchmen for the last two years 
have been about running this road. 
All officials have been humiliated, and 
now we propose to ascertain whether 
we can run gur own road. Wo are 
backed up by every trainmen’s order 
in the federation except the switchmen. 
This is no attack on unions iu any way, 
but simply a matter of discipline. We 
must know who are going to dictate, 
the officials or the employés. 

Dispatches from Milwaukee and 
Madison, Wis., Clinton, Iowa, and 
other places on the Northwestern road, 
say the switchmen at those points were 
discharged and paid off this morning.

New ORLEANS, May 14.—By the As- 
sociated Press, The Committee of.

He stated 
that prior tothe Hennessy assassina- 
tion he had in some way incurred the 
displeasure of a coterie composed 
principally ok men who met 
death at the parish prison. They 
invited him to supper and although he 
partook only of oyster soup, he was) 
taken desperately ill that night with 
symptons of poisoning and was satis- 
fied that his life had been attempted.

Shot Down from a Window in the 
‘New Arlington as He Was 
Passing Down Commer- 

cial Street. 


Joe F. Dye, one of the most noted charac- | 


ters in Southern Calitornia, was shot down 


at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon on Com- 


mercial street, by young Mason Bradfield, a 
son ot the well-known teacher in the public 
schools of this city, Mrs, C. P. Bradfield, 
Dye bas been considered a man of blood for 
a Dumber of years, and has always been 
bandy with his kun,“ and when it was re- 
ported that he “died in his boots.“ the news 
spread like wildfire, «nd the story was soon 
in the mouth of every old-timer in the city. 


All kinds of stories were started regarding | 


the shooting, and but few who knew Dye 
could understand how the man who killed 
him escaped injury at his hands, as he was 
known to be “fixed” at all times and as 


handy with his pistol as any man that ever | —-~ 


walked the streets of Los Angeles, 
N reporter was on the scene of the 
shboting almost before the smoke had 
cleared away, and while there was no wit- 
ness to the deed, the manner in which Dye 
lost his life was soon made plain. 
Dye roomed in the Mott building, on Com- 
mercial and Alameda streets, a short dis- 


tance from the Atlington building, where 


the shooting took place, and he was in the 

habit of walking up and down Commercial 

— several times during the course of the 
ay. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon he left his room and star down- 
town, and when he reached a point on the 
north side of Commercial street opposite 
the New Arlington, a noise evidentiy at- 
tracted his attention on the Arlington side 
of the street. for he partially turned and 
slowed up a bit. 

At this momenta double-barreled shotgun 
was thrust through the window of room 29, 


on the second floor of the Arlington, and 


two shots were fired in quick succession. 
Dye threw up bis arms and fell to the side- 
walk without uttering a word. — 
He did not move after he fell, and it is 
supposed that he died almost instantly, and 
the chances are that he did not know what

The gun was withdrawn from the window 


instantly and Was still smoking when par- 


ties rusbed up to the room from the side- 
walk. ‘The shooter, who was soon identi- 
fied as Mason Lradtield, ran out of the 
room as soon as he fired the fatal shots and 
made his way to the Wilmington street 
entrance, He was in such a hurry to get 
out of the building that he left bis hat in 
the room. He carried a big pistol in his 


right hand and an ugly looking knife on his 


person. He ran down Wiimington-street 
toward Kequena and was captured on the 
corner by Police officer Roberts, who beard 
the shooting and was hurrying to the scene. 

The young man’s excited condition and 
wild appearance convinced the officer that 
he had taken a hand in the shooting, and 
he did not hesitate to conduct him to the 
police station, where he was locked up. 

By this time several buudred people had 


_ gathered on Commercial street, and a squad 


of police bad to be sent down to guard the 


body of the dead man until the Coroner 


could arrive. 

Dye feil on the sidewalk in front of the 
side entrance to E. Germain’s establish - 
ment, and in a few minutes after the shovot- 
ing it was reported that a young man named 
Joe UO’ Riley, Who was makiug boxes in Ger- 
main’s cellar, almost under the spot where 
Dye fell, had beeu shot. The young man 
was under a window leading to the cellar, 
and when Bradeld fired, one of the buck- 
shot from his gun struck O' Riley in the left 
arin, bear the shoulder. He was taken up 
stairs and Dr. Kubriz was called in, The 
ball simply made a flesh wound, and the 
young man will be out in a few days. 

Coroper Weidon reached the scene of the 
shootithg at 3:30 and removed the body to 
the morgue in Orr & Suich’s undertaking 
rooms on Spring street, where a burried ex- 
amination was made, It was found that 


nine bucksbot entered Dye’s left side near 


the heart. Either one of the balls wouid 


have proved fatal, and it was believed that 
death was instantaneous, 


CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY. 
The shooting grew out of a quarrel be- 


‘tween the two men that dates back some 


months. Up to that time Dye and the 
young man were the best of friends. They 

ave been partners in the Sespe oil lands, 
and Dye seemed to think as much of him 
as it he were his own son. Finally Brad-

field sold out his interests in the land, and 
shortly afterhe and Dye became enemies, 
They have had several hostile meetings, 


and some weeks ago Dye slapped younk 


_Bradtieid’s face at the Sespe, and, as the 
story goes, abused him roundly. 

There is another rumor to the effect that 
they met in a jeweler’s office in this city a 
few days ago and renewed the quarrel, 
when Dye is saidtobave drawn a pistol, 
which he pressed against Bradfield’s face. 
at the same time remarking that he would 
choo his ears off if he did not behave him- 

It is supposed that these insults so 
worked on Bradfield that he made up his 
mind to kill his old companion, and as he 
feared that he would have no chance if he 
faced him, he decided to rent a room on 
Dye’s path back and forth from his room, 

6 called on Peter Haack night before 
last and told him that he wanted to renta 
room with a bay window facing on Com- 
mercial street. Haack showed him room 
29, and he said it would do, and took the 
key after paying the rent for a week. He 
had no baggage with him, and Haack does

THE DEAD MAN’S CAREER, 

Dye has quite an interesting history. He 
is about 52 years of age, and came to Los 
Angeles from Salt Lake City some thirty- 
eight years ago. Shortly after ho was ap- 
pointed poliee officer, and he has served in 


the capacity of police officer and deputy 
United States marshal during twelve or 


alt

fifteen years of his residence here. He first 
gained notoriety by shooting a horse thief 
who was under arrest and attempted to 
escape from him, He was acting as police 
officer then, and was severely criticised by 
some of the friends of the man, on the 
grounds that he could have recapturoed him 
without using his gun. 

Again, in 1869, he killed Billie Warren, 
the town marshal, in astreet fight on Tem- 
ple street just above Spring street. Dye 
was a police officer at that time, and he and 
Warren had a quarrel over a $500 reward 
for the capture of a Chinese woman. Dye 
was passing the justice’s office, where War- 
ren bad his office, and when he saw Dye he 
ran out and engaged him in conversation. 
Both mien became excited, when Dye raised 
his cane, but before he used it Warren, 
who held a pistol in his left 
hand, concealed behind his back, 
fired, and the bullet grazed Dye’s forahead. 
Dye succeeded in getting out his pistol be- 
fore Warren could shoot again, and twelve 
or thirteen shots were exchanged. War- 
ren’s deputy, who was standing on the 
sidewalk, began to shout at Dye and had 
fired two or three shots, when Dye turned 
onhim and shot him in the right arm. 
which caused him todrop his pistol. Dye 
then turned back to Warren and shot bim 
twice in the stomach. He died in about 
twenty-four hours, Dye was tried and ac- 


uitted. 
About five years ago Dye killed Herman 
Haynes in Ventura county for which he 


was tried and convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment, buthe got a new trial 
and was acquitted. Haynes was acting as 
a go-between for Dye’s wife and a friend of 
hers, and heand Dye met when Hayne 
drew arifle and attempted to shoot Dye, 
but he failed to cock his rifla and before he 
discovered his mistake Dye killed him. 

In all of Dye’s shooting 3 in Sonth- 
ern California he has given fis vietums a 
chance, and so far as is known has never 
shotany one down in cold blood. 

BRADFIELD’S STORY, 

Young Bradfield was seen in hie call at 
the city prison last evening by a [imes re- 
porter. The young man was somewhat ex- 
eited. as was natural, but received the re- 
porter pleasantly, and when asked if he 
had any statement to make, freely admitied 
that he did the shooting, saying that feit 
that he was justified in whathe h one, 
and that bo had nothing te conceal. 

When asked about the facts leading up to

of the closest intimacy. Mr. Bradfieid 
spoke with great feeling when referring to 
what he had done for Dye, and the m nner 
in which he bad been treated by him, say- 
ing that his position had finally come to 
be unbearable. For the past three weeks 
he said that he had been almost crazy on 
account of threats made against him by 
Dye, and had been unable to either eat or 
sleep, and that be finally became desperate, 
and bad to do something. 

The controversy which led up to the 
shooting, said Mr. Bradfield, occurred over 
a piece of oil ground in the Little Sespe. 
De had leased a piece of ground to the Cal- 
ifornia Of! Company catied tue 01 
Spouter,” whieh .adjoined what is called 
the Kentuck claim on one side, and on the 
other was some vacant lot. When the com- 
pany came to sink the well, by Dye's ad- 
vice, it was sunk some sixteen chains on 
the vacant land, and not on the land which 
he bad leased. The well proved to be a pro- 
ductive one, running 100 barrels a day, and 
when Mr. Irland, a memberof the com- 
pany, found that it Was noton the ground 
that had been leased, he went to see Dye 
about it, when the latter got very indig- 
nant, and intimated that there would be 
trouble if there was any insinuation that he 
(Dye) had taied to swindle any one, or was 
not acting fairly. 

Bradfield said that Dye then came to 
him, and told him th t the well was on ‘va- 
cant land. He replied that he knew it, 
when Dye replied never mind what he 
knew, but do as he told him, Bradfield ex- 
plained that he had done so much for Dyw 
that the latter thought he would do any- 
thing for him, which was the occasion for 
him speaking to him as he did. Dye then 
went on io say to Bradfield that he wanted 
him to locate the claim; thatthe well was 
worth $100,000 and he wanted it; that he 
was tired of leasing land, as he was an old 
man, and he wanted that well, and they 
would turn the tenderfeet s—— b’s over for 
it. Bradfield replied that he could pot do 
it, when * became very muck excited, 
and replied: Tou dos I tell you; you 
dance to my music, or 1 wil! make it so hot 
for you that you can't pig in the country, 
You know Haynes; you know Biliy War- 
ren; you remember tlie s—— b—— in the 
vineyard. Lou do as I tell you, or I will 

ive you some of the same medicine,” 

radfieid replied that he couldn’t do it; 
that if he had to leave the country where 
he had lived ali his life he would do so, but 
he would not do as Dye wanted him to, and 
there the matter ended for the time being. 

Bradfield said that he had tnen located 
three claims to cover the well, one in his 
own name, one fora man named Hendley, 
and one for John Thompson, making sixty 
acres in all. These claims were transferred 
to the California Oil Company, of which he, 
(Bradfield) was the superintendent, and to 
the best of his recollection. he took up the 
claims on December 6, last, and recorded 
them on the sth. The oll company then 
gavehim adeed toa ledge of stone on the 
claim, which he had leased to the Mentone 
Stone Company, and that company at once 
went to work to make a road and open up 
the stone quarry. 2 

Bradfield said that it was probably a 
month later when Dye found out what he 
had done, Dy seeing men taking stone from 
the ledge, and shortly after. the discovery 
wasmade Dye met him in Fred Linde’s 
jewelry store, on Spring street, when an ex- 
citing scene took place. Dye was furiously 
angry, and accused him of throwing him 
down. “You have thrown me down,” said 
Dye. “I gave you a chance to make a stake; 
to make $10,000, and you have thrown me 
down for a lot of tenderfeet s— of b—. This 
will cost you your lite. I have a mind to 
kill you right now.” Bradfield said while 
Dye was talking he had his hand on his 
richt hip pocket, when he suddenly yelled 
out, Don't you draw on me,” at the same 


time jabbing him in the face with his out- 


stretched hand, which was gloved, aud some 
hard substance .in the glove cut him over 
the eye, the scar of which he still bears. 
Bradfield r that Dye habitually 
carried a small piece of iron in his giove, 
and he supposed that was what cut his face. 
Bradfield said that he was unarined, and 
begged Dye not to shoot, but he continued 
his abuse, jabbing him with his six-shooter, 
threatening to kill him atonce, and heap- 
ing insults on him and those with whom he 
ad been connected. Fred. Linde, the 
jeweler, he said, became trightened and 
ran out of the store into his workshop, 
Dye continued abusing him until he 
made his escape, how he cannot say, as the 
first he remembered be was three blocks 
ower from the place, walking rapidly. 
After this Bradfield said he kept out of 
Dye’s way, and did not see him again until 
some three weeks ago, when he saw him 
coming out of Dol’s restaurant, on First 


the time Dye was picking bis teeth, bu 


he Spring, Los 


at once threw down his tooth pick, on 
catching a glimpse of him, put his hand on 
bis hip pocket, and followed for some 
distance, but did not shoot, and he (Brad- 
field) went home. 


From that time Bradfield said he had been 


in constant dread of his life. His friends, 


were constantly coming to him telling him 
of the threats made by Dye. and he was 


in such a condition that he could 
not attend to. his dusiness. Dye 
bad purchased a new shotgun, 


which he had at his place in the Sespe, in 
addition to several others, and had gone to 
the managers of the oil company aud told 
them that they had better discharge him, as 
they would have to get 4 new superinten- 
dentanyhow. For several nights past he 
said he had noticed a man lurking about bis 
home on Hope street, and Tuesday nicht he 
bad seen Dye coming jn from thé direction 
of his house, All of these things led bim 
to believe that a crisis was approaching, 
and that it was either his life or Dye’s, 
—4 Ps had taken the 
om at the Arlington fer the purpose of 
killing Dye. He said that he a 
piace down town, where he would be con- 
venient to the depot, as his business fre- 
9 called him to the Sespe, and on 
ednesday evening he had rented the room. 
Later a messenger boy bad brought bis gun 
aud his blankets. Yesterday afternoon he 
was in the room when he suw Dye ap- 
proaching. The thoughts of all ne had 
endured at his hands came to him, and as 
he came opposite the window, he cailed bis 
name. Dye turned around, looked toward 
the window, reached for his hip-pocket, 
when at that instant he fired, and a second 
later discharged the second barrel of the 
Kun, almost immediately after leaving the 
room and passiag out on the street, where 
he was overtaken by the policeman and 
placed under arrest. 

Bradfield continued at some length, de- 
talliog the relatious which had existed for 
2 between himself and the dead man. 

e said that he had been his friend, that at 
oue time he would have done anything for 
him, and had done many things for him 
which he should not have done, but that the 
limit had finally been reached. Dye, he 

id, tried to get him to seduce the daugb- 
tér of Haynes. whom he had shot in Ven- 
tura county. aud offered him a saddle horse 
in payment it he would ruin the girl. He 
had atso tried te induce him to biow up one 
of the oll- company men with dynamite, and 
wanted to kill him because he would notdo 
so. Dye had scattered scale bugs in the 
orchards of his enemies in Ventura county, 
all of which he said was for revenge, 

Bradfield related numerous other stories 
about Dye, but finally excused himself, say- 


Ang that it would take ali night to tell one- 


half of what he had undergone, but said 
when all the facts came out he was con- 
vinced that his action would be justified. 

_ DON’T UNDERSTAND IT, 

Dye’s friends, when asked about the 
shooting, say they can hardly realize that 
he bas been killed by Bradfield. The rela- 
tions which had existed between them had 
been of the closest nature, such as might be 
between father and son. Most of them had 
heard or knew about the difficulty 
which had occurred at Fred Linde’s 
sture, but this was so long ago that it was 
thought that it had all been settled up, and 
no other difficulty had occurred. Some 
seemed to believe that there was a great 
deal bahind the killing that would only 
come out on the trial. There is some very 
valuable oil land in dispute, they say, to 
which Dye had the key, and there are ali 
sorts of rumors afluat respecting this com- 
pication, Several persons spoken to on 
the subject affected to believe that it would 
be person lly dangerous to talk about the 
matters involved, and thefefore retused to 
say anything at all. 

HOW THE ROOM WAS RENTED. 
Peter Haack, the proprietor of the Ar- 
lington, was interviewed last evening. He 
said that Bradfield came to his house 
Wednesday nighttorenta room. He was 
anxious to get a room frouting on Commer- 
cial street, with a low wiudow, Haack 
told him that he did not have such a room 
as he wanted vacant. Bradfield then asked

in the next day or two. He replied that 
there might be, when Bradfield remarked 
that that would do, and was assigned to 
room 27, which is a front room, but has no 
bay window. Bradfield, he said, had no 
baggage when he came to the house, the

Haack said that Bradfieid was in 
good spirits, apparentiy, when he came in, 
and he did not notice anything out of the 
way with him. A young man named Smith 
he said, occupied the room with Bradheld 
Wednesday night. 

THE INQUEST. 

The inquest will probably be held at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. All yesterday after- 
noon, after the shooting, Coroner Weldon 
wis busy looking up evidence, and every 
effort will be made to get everything bear- 
ing on the tragedy. |

THE COUNT KY PROBLEM. 


Its Solution and the Wisdom of Apply- 
ing It. 

The New York Evening Post says: 
An interesting addition to the literature 
of road making is a pamphlet recently 
issued containing an address delivered 
last January before the New Jersey state 
board of agriculture by Mr. Chauncey 
B. Ripley on “Improved Roads,” and a 
collection of hia views on the making of 
good country roads and their financial 
value. Mr. Ripley is a lawyer practic- 
ing in this city and living in New Jer- 
sey, who has, as a property owner, the 
most unbounded faith in the doctrine 
that money expended on roads comes 
back to the taxpayer who expends it. 
Having been instrumental in securing 
the passage of the New Jersey law which 
permits the chosen frecholders of each 
county to. designate certain thorough- 
fares as couuty roads,” and to bond the 
county to raise money for theirimprove- 
ment, he has stirred up the people of his 
own county (Unicnz) to take quick ad- 
vantage of this law, and he bears grati- 
fying testimony to the result. 

Mr. Ripley defines ‘‘a good road” to be 
“a road available for all sorts of travel 
and at every season of the year.” No 
one certainly can find fault witha road 
which can stand thistest. The ordinary 
country road is the exact opposite. In- 
deed, it may be said of it that it is real- 
ly available for no kind of travel except 
fora few weeks in a year. If of clay, it 
can be driven over with pleasure only in 
a dry time. If of sand, it affords a good 
driveway for only a few hours after a 
rain, before ite packed surface is cut up 
by wheels. Nature very seldom pro- 
vides a roadbed which is not a mire hole 
in the spring and a dust bed in the sum- 
mer; and in this country only in recent 
years and very slowly have farmers come 


to recognize the fact that the cost of | 


making a good road,” after Mr. Rip- 
ley’s definition, will come back to them 
in any way. Accepting the adage that 
the condition of a country’s public roads 
indicates its civilization, Mr. Ripley 
points out that in gur country we have 
been spending our millions on the rail- 
roads which were unknown when this 
adage was framed, and which have had 
so much to do with shaping the civiliza- 
tion of all countries in modern time. 
The farmer who would look on any one 
as a schemer who should tell him that it 
would prey to mortgage his county for 5 
per cent. of its valuation in order to 
macadamize the wagon roads has been 
easily persuaded of the personal advan- 
tage to him of bonding the same county 
to assist in laying out arailroad through 
it, and may have invested a few hundred 
of hisown hard earned dollars in the 
‘original stock of the road, the ultimate 
value of which is so generally mythical. 
The railroad, in a word, has been ac- 
cepted asanecessity aud an unquestioned 
benefactor, while the good wagon roac 
has simply been dispensed with as a too 
expensive luxury. 

Whoever attempts to stir up interest 
in good wagon roads in this country— 
outside of the few Newports and Lenoxes 
whére luxuries are demanded as such— 
must prepare himself to prove that good 


roads will pay. The rurad property owner 


is not generally susceptible to the purely 
westhetic. When first appealed to to 
assist in road improvements his reply is, 
Let the owners of fast horses make fine 
roads.” To get him interested he must 
be shown by practical example that it is 
to his profit to be able to haul a ton where 
before he has been able to haul only half 
as much, or that with roads that are 
„good“ in the technical sense he will 
find his land in demand at prices which 
before no one would offer. For this rea- 
son the testimony presented in Mr. Rip- 
ley’s pamphlet is very valuable. Here is 
some of it: Real estate has doubled, 


trebled and quadrupled in value since 


the construction of telford roads from 
Orange to Dover, N. J. One of the 
chronic grumblers against taxes for road 
improvements in Union county, when 
asked if he would consent to have the 
road restored to its old condition in order 
to save the taxes, replied: Well, as I 
shall not be required to pay_more than 
two dollars a year for the rest of my life, 
it would not be worth while.” The travel 
has increased on these roads tenfold in a 
year’s time. Since the law went into 
effect,” says Mr. Ripley, “real estate 
values in Union county have advanced 
nearly $1,500,000, exclusive of property 
advances in Elizabeth of about $700,000 
more.” This statement was made in 
October, 1890, and work under the coun- 
ty road act whs begun only the year be- 
fore. So rapidly has real estate advanced 
since the roads were made better that 
one of the largest real estate owners in 
the county expresses the opinion that the 
appreciation in future values will cover 
all the cost of the improvement. ~ 
Every one who has watched the prog- 
ress of country road making must have 
noticed that road improvement is con- 
tagious. Every good piece of road is an 
object lesson to produceimitators. In 
one district near this city, where no 
general system of road making has been 
adopted, a great deal of such work has 
been done in the last few years by in- 
dividual farmers who have been shown 
by two or three enterprising aeighbors 
what a luxury and time saver à piece of 
good road is. In Union cennty, N. J., 


it is noted that mahy property owners 
on the cross roads, which have not been 


improved under the county system, are. 


putting these roads in good condition, a 


brief experience having convinced them 
that no roads but good roads pay. Mr. 


Ripley's chief point in his address to the 
beard of

HENRY CLzws, the New York 
banker, writes as follows; under date 
of May 9: 


A few weeks later, not only will the 
European demand for gold have been satis- 
fied, but the sifuation arising from the re- 
sults of the world’s harvests will necessi- 
tate a material reflux of gold to this coun- 
try. Therecent cold wave has come too 
late to cause any appreciable infury to either 
the winter or spring crops of wheat. The 
latest advices from the other leading wheat- 
“rowing countries afford little improve- 
ment on the unfavorable prospects of 
their harvest; and we have, therefore, still 
a reasonable promise of an extraordinary 
export of this cereal at much above average 
prices. This alone is sufficient to insure a 
course of the foreign exchanges that will 
contribute largely toward meeting the in- 
terior demand for currency during the fall 
months, Jn the meantime, the reserves of 
the New York banks are not suffering any 
actual reduction, the withdrawals of gold 
for export, since the beginning of April, 
having beer set off bythe return of cur- 
rency from the interior and the exchanges 
with the sub-treasury. Whilst, therefore, 
there may be reason for moderation in stock 
operations for the moment, there is none 
for apprehension as to the future; on the 
contrary, any favorable turnin the Europ- 
ean situation or io our foreign exchanges 
would be accepted as sufficient reason for 
the resumption of activity in the dull“ 
campaign.

THE AMERICAN HOG IN GERMANY. 


The next international question will 
perhaps be about the American . hog, 
‘| which Germany still refuses to give 
admittance to, notwithstanding that 
Dr. Otto Kaysser of Dortmund, Ger- 
many, recently made an official oxam- 


quest of his government. He was fur- 
nished with three samples, respectively 
taken from meats put up from Ameri- 
can, German and Dutch-grown hogs. 
He examined them chemically and 
microscopically for the express purpose 
of ascertaining whether or not it was 
possible to tell in any way from which 
of the countries any one of the samples 
came. He answered the question in 
the negative. His conclusion is that 
the hogs from each of the countries 
named are practically indentical in 
character (excluding consideration of 
wild ones), that their flesh and fat are 
substantially the same, and the pro- 
cesses of curing and preserving practi- 
cally identical. 

After such evidence as this from a 
German source, there is really no valid 
excuse for the continued exclusion of 
one of our principal products, oxcept, 
of course, that it would be very un- 
pvieasant for German pork-packers to 
come in competition with Americans. 
If Germany persists in her exclusive- 
ness, we shall have to retaliate by 
shutting out the numerous varieties of 
manufactured German hog, which 
come to us in the shape of wurst. 


TOO MANY EGGS IN ONE BASKET, 


The California farmer is too apt to 
confine his attention to one crop. 
From early days California farming 
has partaken of the nature of gam- 
bling. Men would put thousands of 
acres into wheat or barley, just 
scratching the ground over. If there 
was a good rainfall they made a for- 
tune; if it was a dry year they lost 
everything. 

We referred recently to the fact that 
hundreds of tons of potatoes were 

acked on the wharves in San Fran- 

cisco awaiting achance todump them 
somewhere. The reason was that 
last year this product brought high 
figures, whereupon the farmers, fol- 
lowing each otherlike sheep through 
a hole inafence, planted thousands 
ot acresin potatoes and, of course, 
overstocked the market. Away back 
in the fifties a similar state of affairs 
existed. Potatoes were worth about 
$l a pound, and every other man 
‘planted them, the result being that in 
the following yearthe crop could not 
be sold for the cost of the sacks. 
The same sort of policy prevails toa 
great extent today in the planting of 
fruits. While we cannot overdo the 
world’s market in this direction, we 
may easily overstock the local mar- 
kets, and get in advance of means to 
handie the surplus. A man reads 
somewhere of the big profits that have 
been made in a certain variety of 
fruit, and he at once plants out every 
acre of which he is possessed in that 
kind, not even making any provision 
to raise what he and his family con- 
sume. Thisis not farming, it is spec- 
ulation. 

Another evil of this system of put- 
ting all the eggs in one basket is the 
difficulty of finding sufficient help to 
gather the crop when it all ripens at 
the same time. The farmers then have 
to rush about to get laborers for a few 
weeks, or import them, when if they 
would divide their crops among the 
varieties that ripen from May to Octo- 
ber—from apricots to plums and pears 
—they could find plenty of help at 
home, and furnish steady employment

Over-indulgence is 
generally the result, and likewise a 
reckless waste of money, that in the 
majority of cases ought to be applied 
to the relief of the necessities of others. 
This saloon-keeper admitted that it 
would be vastly better for the drinkers 
themselves and also for their families 
if they would abandon this - senseless 
habit. Why is it not done? Why do 
men, when they gather together, in- 
dulge in a habit that they wouid not 
follow when alone? For instance, no 
man, unless a confirmed drunkard, 
would ever think of going ip to a saloon 
alone and drinking in rapid succession 
five or six whiskies or cocktails. There 
is something in every man’s nature 
that makes the idea repugnant to him. 
This is the result of treating. Amer- 
ica is the only country where this cus- 
tom is countenanced. The habit un- 
doubtedly wrecks many a man’s bealth 
as well as his pocketbook. It ought to 
be stopped.

A LIAR AT LARGE. 


Wonderful Hypnotic Power of 
a Spanish-American. 


HE GETS WHAT HE WISHES 
The Gentleman Having This Re- 
markable Control Ober Other 
Persons’ Actions Forced 
to Absquatulate. 


This place for the last few days, says. 


a Mier (Mexico) correspondent of the 
Boston Herald, has been in a state of 
wild excitemeut over the doings of a 
young Spanish-American, Francisco 
Perez, by name. Mier is on the Rio 
Grande River, about 150 miles from its 
mouth. 


About ten days ago Peres arrived 
here and stopped at the hotel. Noth- 
ing unusual was noticed about him 
until the dinner hour the day after his 
arrival, and then it was not Perez that 
attracted attention, but the queer an- 
tics of the waiter who served him. 
Without Perez saying a word, the 
waiter, after placing his dinner on the 
table, crossed the dining-hall to a 
table where a gentleman was dining 
and brought tothe table of Perez two 
bottles of wife with glasses. 

The gentieman demanded to kaow 
why the wise was removed. The 
waiter said that Perez had ordered him 
to do so. This Perez denied. The 
wine was returned. In a few moments 
the same waiter removed a roast from 
in front of the same man and placed it 
before Perez. 

The man despoiled became furious. 
He kicked the waiter out of the room, 
the waiter all the time protesting that 
he bad only ty’ be the order of Perez, 
Perez, with a face as white as chalk, 
said that he had given no order, had 
done nothing to insult apy one, and 
then left the room, 

Shortly afterward the man who had 
become angry in the dining-room ap- 
proached Perez andsaid that he was 
satisfied that the waiter was drunk or 
crazy, and apologized for what he had 
said. While speaking he took 
out his watch, a fine one, and 
after hesitating a» moment, much 
to the surprise of the crowd 
that had gathered expecting to see a 
shooting-scrape, he loosened the chain 
from his vest and handed the watch to 
Perez, insisting that he accopt it as a 
present. It was accepted. 

Perez next visited a barroom, ac- 
companied by two persons who had 
seen the watch givento bim. He or- 
dered wine. hen he oflered to pay, 
the barkeeper said it was paid for. 
Perez’s companions insisted that it had 
not been paid for, but the barkeeper 
refused to accept a cent. 

While standing at the bar both men 
noticed that the bartender had been 
watching Perez intently. Turning 
from them he took from a shelf a hand- 
some silver-mounted revolver, and, af- 
ter exhibiting it, banded it to Perez, 
begging him to keep it. 

But these incidents were nothing to 
the wonder excited when, later in the 
evening, packages of various sizes be- 
gan to arrive at the hotel all addressed 
to Perez, with the names of the donors 
and their compliments. All might 
Still have gone well with the stranger 
had not a magnificent bouquet ar- 
rived with a lady’s name attached. 
There happened to be standing near a 
friend of the lady who sent it. His 
Southern blood was fired at once. He 
called on her and ahe said that she 
was standing. near, the, Window with 
the flowers in her hand; that Perez 
passed, looked up at ber, and asked 
ber to send the flowers, and she had 
done so; why, she did know. . 

The Mexicans are always to a certain 
extent superstitious, and after an ex- 
cited consultation it was decided that 
Perez was either a wizard or a devil, 
and that he must be gotten rid of at 
once. Some one suggested that they 
tie a stone to his neck and pitch him 
into the river. The proposition was 
instantly acceptad, and would have 
been at once carried out had it not 
been for the presende of a few cool 
heads in the crowd. 

A committee of ten was appointed 
to interview him. Perez, when in- 
formed of the object of the call, be- 
came 80 agitated that he could not 
speak, and seemed about to faint. 
Finally, in a burried, trembling voice, 
he protested that every article given 
him had been voluntarily presented. 
This he proved by two who had called 
who had made him presents. As to 
the lady, he said he bad never spoken 
to her and did not know her name. 
He Nad seen her standing at the win- 
dow with the flowers; had, without 
speaking, adulired them, and she had 
sent them to him. ‘Tbe committee 
withdrew, far from satisfied. . 

Perez was privately advised to leave 

town, but before he could do so he was 
again in the hands of the committee, 
who told him that unless he would ex- 
plain more fully they proposed throw- 
ing him into tho river. He saw that 
they fully intended to carry out the 
threat, and be made this statement: 

As I can prove, I was born twenty- 
seven years ago, threo leagues from 
Duraugo, on my father’s ranch. He 
sent me to school at Durango, until I 


was 12 years old, when, as I was in- 


tended for a priest, I wag sent in charge 
of a priest to Rome. I attended sev- 
eral leading colleges and pursued my 
studies until about three weeks ago, 
when I returned to Mexico. I was 
never made a priest. While in college 
years ago I and fotrroom-mates began 
the study of mesmerism, or hypnot- 
tism. Our aim was to 80 perfect our- 
selves in the art that we could bya 
glance or a wave of the hand compel 
any person within range of vision to do 
any act we willed. J soon became so 
proficient that I could control almost 
anyone. 

„At first the sense of power was de- 
lightful, but gradually 1 found that, it 
I looked at au article I wished aad ad- 
mired, the owner of it would present 
it to me. I tried every means on earth 
to control my power. My classmates, 
none of whom possessed my power, 
were as submissive to me as spaniels. 
I left Rome and came hums. 

“I do not need the presents: I have 
money. Take them back, for God's 
sake.

SPRINGFIELD (III.,) May 14. — [By 


| the Associated Press.] The Presiden- 


tial train made an early stop at Han- 
nibal, Mo., where the Chief Magistrate 
was received with every mark of re- 
spect. He made a short address. 
Leaving Hannibal at 5:40 o’clock, the 


party was greeted by enthusiastic 
crowds. 

The train reached Jacksonville at 8 
o’clock, where the fire department, 
school children, posts and citizens 
crowded around the train and made a 
demonstration of welcome. | 

When the train reached Springfield 
its arrival was heralded by firing a 
national salute and cheering by an 
immense crowd. Gov. Fifer, Mayor 
Lawrence, Senators Cullom and Pal- 
mer, Representatives Springer and 
Henderson, ex-Gov. Oglesby and Col. 
Swain were among the first to greet 
the visitors and bid them welcome. 
Nearly every resident of the city was 
given an opportunity to see the Chief 
Magistrate aud members of his party. 
Local militia, G. A. R. men and civic 
organizations were drawn up in line at 
the station and escorted the party to 
the Lincoln monument in Oakridge 
Cemetery, where the formal cere- 
monies. took place. Gov. Fifer de- 
livered an eloquent address of wel- 
come, to which the President responded, 
saving: 

The interest of this journey culminates 
today as we stand here for a few moments 
about the tomb of Lincoln. As I paed 
through the Southern States and noticed 
those great cities, busy with industry, which 
have been built up siuce the war; as I Saw 
how the fires of the furnaces had been kin- 
dled where there was once solitude, 1 could 
not but think and say that this hand that 
now lies beneath these stones kindled and 
inspired all we behoid. All these fires of 
industry were lighted at the funeral pyre of 
The proclunation of Abraham 
Lincoln can be read on all those mountain 
sides, where freemen are now bending their 
energies to the developments of States lon 
under the paralysis ot human slavery. i 
come today to this conseerated and sacred 
spot with a heart filled with emotion, 
with gratitude that the God who wisely 
turned toward our eastern shores God-fear- 
ing and liberty-loving men to found this 
republic, did not fail to find for us in the 
hour of our extremity one who was compe- 
tent to lead the hearts and sympathies aud 
hold up the courage of our people in the 
time of our greatest national peril. ‘The 
life of Abrabam Lincoln teaches more use- 
ful lessons — any other chaiacter in 


You have in keeping here a most precious 
trust. ‘Toward this spot the feet of reverent 
patriots of years to come will wend their 
way, and asthe story of Lincoln’s life is 
read there will continually be spread all 
over the country, by its influences, and 
inspirations to generations of children that 
are yettocome.

ANOTHER SCALE AMONG US 


Inspector Richardson Says It Need 
Watohilng- Notes and Com- 
ment— Personal Mention 
and Brevities. 


The fact was mentioned & few days 


‘ago, that the red scale had been dis- 


covered in an orchard at Sierra Madre. 
Since then Inspector Richardson has 
found this species of the pest on trees 
in an orchard on Orange Grove avenue. 
This variety of scale is comparatively 
new to this section. What has hith- 
erto been designated asthe red scale 
is now known as the yellow scale. The 
two varieties are quite distinct when 
compared side by side, but the non-ex- 
pert is apt to mistake one for the other 
on the tree. 

The genuine species of red scale is 
very destructive to orange, lemon and 
lime trees, and Inspector Richardson 
urges that the utmost pains be taken 
to eradicate it. Pasadenatrees have 
hitherto been almost entirely free from 
it, and Mr. Richardson is of the opin- 
ion that it has been brought here by 
orange pickers, who travel from place 
to place. If not taken in time the red 


scale will entirely destroy the trees on 
which it feeds.

ELSINORE. 


ELSINORE, May 10, 1891.—[Corres- 
pondence of Tis IIũES.] Elsinore 
has been in a state of excitement, 
since there appeared in your columns 
the announcement of the incorporation 
ofthe Elsinore Lake-Reservoir Com- 
pany. Several members of the Com- 
pany were down here a short time 
since on a tour of inspection. The in- 
corporation has filed on 500,000 miner’s 
inches of water, this being the esti- 
mate of the inflow. As the lake has 
been unusually high this wintsr, and 
has overflowed some hundreds of acres 
of the best-land in the valley, the out- 
come of the purchase is anxiously 
awaited. The people think that such 
men as Shorb, Howes, Lunzt and Pur- 
cell are not going into this scheme for 

Meanwhile the citizens are going to 
work to vote bonds to deepen the 
natural outlet of the lake, which runs 
into the Santa Ana River by way of 
Temescal and South Riverside. The 
lake must be drained by some means, 
as fully one-third of the best land in 
the valley is overflowed, — 

The terra cotta works are running at 
their fullest capacity supplying pipe 
for the Alessandro irrrigation district. 

The Attorney-General has instituted 
suit against the ‘Elsinore Irrigation 
District“ to dissolve the incorporation. 
Trippet,‘McNeal and Trippet represent 
the district, but it is quite probable 
that the district will be disincorporated 
and reorganized.

An Autograph Letter of the Old Phi- 
losopher Found in Santa Monica. 


SANTA Monica, May 13,—fCorre- 


spondence of TR Times,} Years ago 
Thomas H. Benton, while advocating 
the construction of an overland rail- 
road, pointing westward, gave utter- 
ance to the mow famous paradox: 
„There lies the East.“ About that 
time Horace Greeley wrote his equally 
famous “Go West, young wan,” 
letter. 

Well, not only one transcontinental 
railroad has been built, but there are 
four; and the ships of the Orient have 
adopted the nearer route. New York, 
Chicago and other great commercial 
centers reach the Kast by traveling 
westward. 

Horace Greeley’s advice has also 
been followed in such numbers as 
would startle the old man if he could 
rise up out of his grave and visit Port- 
land and San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, and witness the wonderfu! de- 
velopments of the Pacific Coast and 
great West generally. 

This train of thought was started by 
discovering here in Santa Monica an 


autograph letter of the old philosopher |’ 


of the New York Tribune. It is a 
cherished relic in the family of J. E. 
Squires, who resides bere in Santa 
Monica. The letter is dated Wash- 
ington, June 10, 1850, and is addressed 
to Henry Hanson, Esq., Gleonham, 
Duchess county, N. Y. 

It appears that Hanson came to Cal- 
ifornia in early days, located at Little 
York, Nevada county, and engaged in 
mining. Afteratime his wife died 
and he returned Kast, leaving in his 
cabin a lot of old papers, among which 
Mrs. Squires, who was a neighbor, dis- 
covered the letter. It not only has the 
signature of Horace Greeley, but bears 
all the earmarks of his celebrated chi- 
rography, that has perhaps caused 
more “cussin’’’ in a printing office 
than any other one thing since the 
wart preservative” came into existence. 
Fifty, you know, was an exciting 
vent in politics, and Mr. Greeley 
was atthe capital awaiting the vote 
on the compromise, yet—which shows 
the goodness ot the man—he took time 
to answer a letter addressed to him by 
a poor man asking information and ad- 
vice in regard to acquiring cheap pub- 
lic land. : 

While writing about this famous old 
journalist, your correspondent, who 
was personally acquainted with Mr. 
gaa is reminded of a litile inci- 

ent, 

It was in the year 56 or 57 I was 
a student at Antioch College, Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio, which institution 
was under the presidency of Horace 
Mann. As Yellow Springs was on the 
line of travel between the lake cities 
and Cincionati, and Mr. Mann had 
social or literary relations with the 
leading men of the Nation, it was an. 
easy matter for himto induce nearly 
all the prominent lecturers to visit 
Autioch: Among these distinguished 
visitors was Horace Greeley. After 
the lectures a social levee was 
hela at the ladies' parlor, 
where the students were introduced 
to these peaple. The 
evening of Mr. Greeley’s lecture was 
wet and cold, and he and Mr. Mann, 
who called each other Horace,“ came 
together to the party, wearing their 
rubbers. While getting their wraps 
and ovorshoes in a side room, it occur- 
red to me that it would be a good time 
to secure by stealth some valuable in- 
formation, as it was a foregone conclu- 
sion iu my own mind, that nothing but 
large chunks of wisdom passed between 
these two great men. I carefully 
approached the door and assumed a 
listening attitude. After a moment’s 
silence Mr. Greeley said to Mr. Mann, 
as they were pulling off their over- 
shoes: Horace, do your feet sweat?“ 
Right there and then a youthful delu- 
sion died never to come to life again.
